wHE DEAD CODY LAID TO REST: 


» Sheriff Removes His Prisoner to Au- 
gusta and Jails Him—Friends of Both 
Parties Rallying to Their Aid. 


RENTON, October 13.—[Special.]—Major 
se cteegor, theslayer of J. M. W. Cody, is now 
gafely confined in the Augusta jail, while the 
remains of his victim have been laid under 


Te teria! occurred this afternoon. 

The day opened with a bright, warm sun, & 
cloudless sky and a pleasant atmosphere— 
just such a day as would tempt the farmer to 
leave his home and come to town to hear the 
: » of the killing. Before the forenoon was 
half gone the horse rack around the public 
gquare was surrounded by horses, mules, 
wagons and buggies, while the streets were 
thronged with planters, eagerly discussing and 
‘attentively listening to the stories of the kill- 


The crowded streets indicated a day of work 
an one of rest. 
om <a where the killing occurred at- 
tracted more attention than any other point 
{nitown, and about it there was a large;group 
‘constantly. The table upon which Cody was 
Jeaning when McGregor began ‘shooting 
had been taken away, but with that excep- 
tion the place was unchanged from what it 
was when the shooting occurred. Upon the 
plank sidewalk there 
WERE BLOOD STAINS IN STREAMS 

and in spots and upon these stains many eyes 
were rivitted during the day. The blood came 
from the wound in the neck in torrents 
‘and flowing on the sidewalk was 
‘absorbed «60séyy’'_—=Sséitttht’ sand in the 
street. The pool was a large one and it was 
go unsightly that a quantity of unstained 
sand was spread upon it soon after the body 
had been removed. Then during the night or 
the early hours of this morning some one 
moulded that sand into the shape of a grave. 
The grave was about six inches long and was 
so perfect in shape that it attracted the atten- 
tion of everybody. Under that mound was 
‘the life blood of the dead man while further 
down the street was the lifeless body of the 
man from whom that blood came. 

The grave was allowed to remain throughout 
the day. 

No one was disposed to disturb it. 

Everybody appeared to entertain a supersti- 
tious horror of it. 

And beside it the good qualities and the bad 
ones, too, of the dead man and the one who 
took his lite were discussed. 

Then, too, the causes of the killing, mediate 
and immediate, were talked about. 

And some of the stories were sensational. 

A LETTER IN A POCKET, 

During the day Mrs. Dubose’s name was 
frequently mentioned in connection with 
the killing. In fact her name was 
as prominent in the stories as were 
the names of Major McGregor and Mr, Cody, 
and by inany she was Jooked upon as the real

cause of the homicide. The story emanating 
from McGregor was not credited, neither was 
the one told by Cody. 

Cody’s friends especially were inclined to 
look upon*his cousin as the cause of the kill- 
ing, and many of them were unkind enough 
to assert that she should be required to bear 
her part in the sensational episode. 

But the members of the family did every 
thing possible to keep her name out of the 


ease. 

This, however, was 
and before dark settled upon 
the town many interesting stories had 
been related in which Mrs. Dubose’s name was 
associated with both her cousin and Major 
‘McGregor.

of the two. McGregor agreed to 
keep the matter a secret, but told it. Cody 
agreed not to tell the cause, because it would

was anxious to avoid a_ prosecution, 
because that would divulge the cause, 
and took advantage of it, to extort 
money from Cody. He made Cody agree to 
leave the town and to sign a paper to remain 
away.

td = Cody was marshal of the 
town, and was not on friendly 
terms with his cousin. Cody signed the papers 
hoping in the future to be able to defeat Mc-

“*To show you how.C feit,’’ said another 
friend, “‘he went to McGregor one day saying: 

‘Mack, I feel like you have not forgiven me 
for that shooting. Now, I’ve a proposition to 
make you. I'll give you your pistol and we’ll 
go into a room together. I’]l ge unarmed. 
Then in there I'l] tell you why I shot you and 
if you ain’t satisfied startin and shoot me.’ 

‘Then again he gave him another chance, 
saying: 

***Mack, you ain’t satisfied. Now, I’ll tell 
you what we’lldo. I’ll goout with you and 
give you two shots at me to square the old 
grudge. Then if you don’t get me we'll shoot 
it out to death.’ 

“But he wouldn’t do that even.” 

WHY THERE WAS NO TRIAL. 

Cody’s attorney, Colonel Lewis, leaving for 
the east, put Cedy ina bad position. If he 
really wanted atrial he could not get it with 
his leading counsel absentand if he did not 
want it, as many suspect, he was compelled to 
get out. He was in town 
iast Sunday, but went away 
that night. Since then he has been only a few 
miles from town. When court adjourned 
Thursday Cody, of course, was a free man un- 
til the next term of the ceurt, and there was 
no necessity for his remaining in the country. 
On Saturday morning he decided to come to 
town, and about nine o’clock drove in with 
Mr. English. Two miles from the city he 
stopped to see a sister, who begged him not to 
go to town, saying: 

“I’m afraid you’ll be killed. McGregor has 
made his threats against you.”’ : 

‘No, he hasn’t,’’ answered Cody, ‘“‘Mo- 
Gregor won’t hurt me for I’m in the cds of 
the Lord.’’ 

Cody then kissed his sister and gettin 
into the buggy drove away. Mr. nglis 
drove into town from the south and at the 
northeast corner of the square Cody got out of 
the “buggy. MoGregor was standing on the 
sidewalk across the street at that time. Cod 
left the buggy and walking dowh the sidewalk 
to English’s store, leaned against the table. 
Just then McGregor came across the street 
and the shooting occurred. The positions of 
the parties at the time of the shooting is 
shown in this diagram.

When Cody’s last breath was gone there 
were one hundred people around the place. 
The body was then placed vy, fom the table 

ainst which Cody bad been leaning when 
killedZand carried to Mr. Swain’s residence 
where the inquest was held. Immediately 
after Cody’s deat his wife and children were 
sent for. His partner, John L. Palmour, of 
Gainesville, was also notified and reached 
Warrenton this morning. 

McGregor’s departure for Augusta last night, 
was not generally known until this morning. 
Then it created quite a sensation. His frien Is 
felt relieved because he was away, but Cody’s 
relatives did not like it—some of them saying: 

‘He could have remained here. No ofe 
would have hurt him, and every friend Cody 
has would have protected him.”

DR. HAMILTON'S REPORT. 
In Which He Treats of the Yellow Fever 
Epidemic in Florida, 

WasHineton, October 13.—The annual re- 
portof Dr, Hamilton, supervising surgeon-general 
of the marine hospital service, shows that the work 
of the service is steadily increasing. During thé 
fisoal year ended June 30th last, 50,000 seamen were 
treated, or 1,000 more than any year since the estab- 
lishment of the service. The students of yellow 
fever and those interested in the establishment 
and maintenance of inland quarantines 
and gas ~ of refuge, will be in- 
terested n the study of the roles 
and regulations prepared by the supervising sur- 
geon- general for the guidance of officers in charge 
of those ditlerent measures of relief, and by the pe~ 
rusal of the many Valuabie contributions from the 
officers of the corps who saw active service in the 
Fiorida epidemic, The article ol Dr. Guitas calls 
special attentiion to the symptoms of the dis- 
ease, and is expected to be of great value 
in future, in clearing up doubt and uncertainty 
which attend the arrival ata definite conclusion in 
the first few cases which precede an epidemic, Dr. 
Faget, in charge of Camp Perry fever hospital, has 
an illustrated chart article on the “Treatment of 
Yellow Fever.”’ 

Surgeon Hutton, in command at Camp Perry, 
contributed a sketch on the establishment and cuu- 
duct of this first camp of disease and observation 
known inthe history of epidemics. Unlike most 
experiments, Dr. Hamilton says this camp fully 
justifies the most sanguine expectations of its 
originator. Surgeon Hutton algo explains the ac- 
tive measures taken upon the appearance of the 
fever at Uptonville and Blackshen, and which 
undoubtedly prevented the disease from becoming 
epidemic there, which, no dgnbt, preventeh the 
disease from becoming epideniic everywhere. Dr, 
John P. Wall is author of an able article on ‘‘yellow 
feve? in Tampa, Plant City, Manatee and Pal- 
metto,’’ in which he clearly shows the manner of 
the introduction of the fever into Tampa by smug- 
gle.sin 1887, its hibernation in that city during the 
ensuing winter, and its modeof transportation to 
other points during the following spring and sum- 
mer. 

Dra. Ross, Martin and Persey, who were in charge 
of the government relict measures at Fernandina‘ 
Gainesville :and Macclenny, also contribute inter- 
esting articles on the epidemic at those towns. Dr. 
Sternberg, of the army, contributes a voluwinous 
paper giving an investigation of the methods 
adopted in Mexico and Brazil for the prevention of 
y@'low fever by inoculation, The result of the in- 
vestigation is that the ‘‘method’’ is not protective, 
and is therefore valueless,

A Proposed Change in the Knights of Labor 
Oonstitution. 


PHILADELPHIA, October 13.—At the coming 
convention of the Knights of Labor, to be held at 
Atlanta, Ga., an effort will be made to amend the 
constitution of the orderso that Mr. Powderly will 
have the power of selecting his own advisers, 

This amendment, if successful, will give the gen- 
eral master workman the power to surround him« 
self with men of his own choice, Opposition to the 
proposed amendment is to be expected, bit the 
local authorities state that the amendment will 
carry nevertheless. 

As the general assembly meets on November 12th, 
all resolutions to amend the constitution must reach 
the general office not later than October 12th to per- 
mit them being acted upon by the general assem- 
bly. 


Our Intelligent Navy. 


WASHINGTON, October 13.-—Acting Rear Ad- 
miral Walker will tomorrow order the purchase of 
libraries for ten of the new ships of the navy for 
the special use of the enlisted men on board. They 
will be placed first on the four vessels of the 
European squadron under his command, and then 
on the other six as fast asthey are needed. These 
books are generally tovels of the better sort, Scott, 
Dickens, Thackeray and the like, and miscellaneous 
worky, and are intended for the entertainment of 
the men in the forecastie, (where they will be 
placed) when off duty. Each ship will be provided 


with about three hundred volumes.

THE FRIGHTFOL DERAILING 


Of the Philadelphia Express Train Yes- 
terday. 


Rauway, N, J., October 13.— What was one 
of tho nearest approaches to a frightful acci- 
dent in the annals of railroading occurred 
here this morning to the fast Philadelphia 
express train on the Pennsylvania rail- 
road, dwe here at 11:13 a.m, The train is made 
up of two combination parlor cars and-three 
coaches, and rons at a high rate of speed. It 

the main depot here today: four minutes 
ate, running at the rate of sixty miles an hour. 
The engine, just as it reached the east end of the 
long bridge exst of Main street, jumped the track 
and was followed by five cars. The crash as 

THE WHOLE TRAIN LEFT THE TRACK 
was terrific, and was heard by people at the depot 
a quarter of a mile west of where the accideut oc- 
curred, The train ran along the ties for two-hun- 
dred feet, when the couplin broke between the 
cats and each of the carsshotin a different direc- 
tion, tearing up the rails and ties, and digging into 
the stone ballast roadbed. There are four tracks at 
this point,and the cars were twisted around in 
such a way as to completely wreck the roadbed and 
the cars themselves, When the cars anaey stopped 
the passengers, who were naturally badly frightened, 
came out of the wrecked cars unable to compre- 
hend what had Sanloned The most remarkable 
thing is that although the train was running at 
SIXTY MILES AN HOUR, 
the only persons injured were two ladies, who were 
cut by flying glass, DeWolfe Hopper, of McCaul’s 
Opera company, was a passenger on the train, and 
receivedm severe shaking-up, a8 did all of the 
passengers. The accident was due to the spreading 
of the rails, which were new, and, it is said, had not 
been properly spiked by the section imen who laid 
them. Traffic was deluyed all the afternoon, while 
an army of workmen was busy in building a new 
roadbed, the old one having been torn up for a 
distance of 500 feet by the derailed train. 
They Came Together. 

CINCINNATI, October 13.—At 9 o’clock last 
night, ata rapid run, several miles west of this 
city, on the Big Four railway, the westbound freight 
collided with the eastbound, wrecking the train, 
both going at full speed. Fheman E. Morrison, of 
the wrecking train, was instantly killed, aud Fire- 
man Juke Whetstone badly Injured.

A House Filled With Natura! Gas Explodes 
Bnrning All the Inmates. 

Braprorp, October 13,—At Davis Switch, a 
small viliage, thirteen miles from this place, the 
dwelling of Patrick Daily was burned. aud his wife 
and three sons aged thirteen, eleven and nine res 
spectivaly were roasted in the flames, At 6 o'clock 
last night while the Daily family were at supper, 
the father went to the stove to partly turn off the 
gas. He unintentionally shut the throttle tight 
and on reversing it aguiu the house was filled with 
gas and an explosion followed, and in ao instant 
the entire house was in flames. 

The three boys and the mother fell prostrate on 
the floor, overcome by the heat ard flames. Mr, 
Dally rushed out of the house to call for assistance, 
but all efforts to save the unfortunate Inmates were 
futile, The house was entirely consumed in a few 
minutes, Thecharredand blackened bodies pre- 
sented a most sickening sight. Mr. Daily isseverely 
but not faially burned about the head and face, and 
is almost crazed with grief.

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| TALMAGE’S TEMPLE 


FED WITH FLAME BY AN ELECTRIC 
WIRE 


AND BURNED TO THE GROUND. 
Mr. Talmage, However, Makes Public the 


Sermon Which He Would Have De- 
liyered Had He Preached. 


New Yorx, October 13.—[Special.]—The 
famous Brocklyn tabernacle, of which Rev. T. 
DeWitt Talmage is pastor, was today, for 
the second time in its history, totally destroyed 
by fire. 

At 2:15 o’clock this morning a policeman dis- 
covered flames issuing from the small windows 


- 


over the main entrance, and rushing to the 


nearest signal box sent the alarm. The firemen 


found the fire had assumed large proportions, 
and additional alarms, calling out available 
all apparatus, were at oncesentin. It became 
evident that the edifice was doomed. 

IT BURNED LIKE A TINDER BOX. 


The firemen, despairing of saving it, di- 
rected their efforts tothe adjoining property. 
Many of the occupants of the neighboring 
dwellings were already awake, and the police 
proceeded to arouse those who were sleeping. 
Ihe three-story frame structure No. * 
Schermerhorn street, adjoining the church on 
the east, was the first to take fire, and No. 355, 
a similar structure followed. No. 357 was also 
damaged. On the westside of the church the 
flames extended to two brick dwellings, and 
on the opposite sihe of Schermerhorn street, a 
row of three-story brick dwellings numbered 
338 to 348 suffered from intense heat. The 
window glass was broken and the woodwork 
scorched. The residents of the neighborhood, 
awakened, either by 

THE ROAR OF THE FLAMKS 
or by pounding of police upon their doors be 
came frightened, and rushed out half dresaged 
or in their night clothes, and the police had 
great difficulty in assuring them ‘that they 
were in nodanger. Fortunately there was no 
loss of lite or limbs. The police carried out 
one old lady of years 
from No. 337 Schermerhorn _ street, 
and placed her ina house ata safe distance. 
All the other inmates were able to care for 
themselves. But while the firemen and police 
worked for the salvation of the property and 
persons, 
THE DOOMED CHURCH BUILDING 
was being rapidly consumed, and in an hour’s 
time only the tottering walls remained. Dr. 
Talmage was on the scene soon after the 
first alarm, and did not leave until he had seen 
the edifice, which had been his pride, laid in 
ashes. Then he returned # sorrowfully 
home. All day [today crowds visited the 
spot and gazed upon the ruins. The origin of 
the fire is .unknown,. Edison’s men were in 
the building until 5:30 p. m. yesterday arrang- 
ing a new electric plant, and it is thought that 
during the thunder shower which prevailed 
during the night the 
LIGHTNING HAD BEEN CARRIED INTO THE 
BUILDING 
by wires they introduced, and which ran 
around the gallery about on a level where the 
flames were first seen. The loss on the church 
building, including the organ, which was one 
of the finest in the country, is $150,000. It is 
said to be covered by insurance in a number of 
companies, The loss on theadjoinipg property 
is small. 
THE DOCTOR’S SERMON. 

Although Dr. Talmadge was prevented from 
preaching, owing to the destruction of the 
tabernacle, he gave your correspondent the 
following sermon, which he intended to de- 
liver. 

tn. whri ife we must not goslipshod. 
This world was not made for us to restin. In 
time of war you will find around the streets of 
some city, far from the scene of conflict, men 
in soldier's uniform, who have a right to be 
away. They obtained a furlough and they are 
honestly and righteously off duty; but I have 
to tell you that in this Christian conflict, be- 
tween the first moment when we eulist under 
the banner of Christ, and the last moment in 
which we shout the victory, there never will 
be asingle instant in which we will have a 
right to be off duty. 

Paul throws All around this Christian life 
the excitements of the old Roman and Grecian 
games—those games that sent « manon a race, 
with such a stretch of nerve and muscle, that 
sometimes when he came up to the goal, he 
dropped down exhaustcd. Indeed, history 
tells us that there were cases where men came 
up and only had strength just to grasp the 
goal and then fall dead. Now, says this 
apostle, making allusion to those very games, 
we are all to run the race, not to crawl it, not 
to walk it—but “‘run the race set before us, 
looking unto Jesus,’’ and just asin the olden 
times, a man would stand at the end of the 
road with a beautiful garland that was to be 
put around the head or brow of the successful 
racer, so the Lord Jesus Christ stands at the 
end of the Christian race with the garland o 
eternal life, and may God grant that by His 
holy spirit we may 60 run as to obtain. 

The distinguished Welliston, the chemist, 
was asked where his laboratory was, and the 
inquirers expeeted to be shown some large 
apartment filled with very expensive appa- 
ratus; but Welliston orde his servant to 
bring on a tray a few glasses and a retort, and 
he said to the inquirers: ‘‘Thatis all my la- 
boratory. I make all my experiments with 
those.”” Now, I know that there are a great 
many who take a whole library to express their 
theology. They have so many theories on ten 
thousand things; but I have to say that all my 
theology is compassed in these three words: 
aL pokinn unto Jesus,’’ and when we can un- 
derstand the height and the depth and the 
length andthe breadth and the infinity and 
the immensity of that passage we can under- 
stand all. 

I remark in the first place, we must look to 
Christ as our personal Savior. Now, you know 
as well as I that man is only a blasted ruin of 
what he once was. There is not much differ- 
ence between a vessel coining out of Liverpool 


-harbor, with pennants fiying and the deck 


crowded with good cheer, and the guns boom- 
ing, and that same vessel driving against Lon 

island coast, the drowning passengers and 
to pieces amid the timbers of the broken-np 
steamer, as there is between man as he came 


‘from the hands of God, equipped for a grand 


and glorious voyage, but afterward. through the 
pilotage of the devil, tossed and driven and 
crushed, the coast of the near future strewn 
with the fragments of an awful and eternal 
shipwreck. Our body is wrong. How easy it 
is ransacked of disease. Our mind is wrong. 
How hard it is to remember and how easy to 
forget. The whole nature disordered, from the 
crown of the head to the sole of the foot— 
wounds, bruises, putrefying sores. ‘‘All have 
sinned and cume short of the glory of Goi,” 
Mod. one man “ ong tee _ pass Be nen — 
eath sin, and so death has u a 
men, Pac that all have sinned.”’ There is in 
Brazil a plant they call the ‘“‘murderer,’’ for 
the simple reason that it is so poisonous it 
kills almost everything it touches.

there rolls and reverberates a song of salvar 
tion. Louder than all the voices of bondage — 
is the trumpet of God’s deliverance, sounding:

At the barred gates of 
our dungeon the conqueror knocks and the 
hinges creak and grind at the swinging open. 
The famine struck pick up the manna thag

“But what 
do you mean a ‘looking unto Jesus!’ ”’ some 
one inquires. I mean faith. ‘What do 
mean by faith!”” I mean believing. “What 
do you mean by believing?’ I mean this: If 
ie promise to do a certain thing for me, and 
have confidence in your veracity—if you sa 

you will give me such a thing and I need it 
very much, I come in confidence that you are 
an honest man and will do what you say. 
The Lord Jesus Christ says :**You are in need 
of pardon and life and heaven, you can have 
them if you come and get them.’’ You say: 
“TI can’t come and ask first. Iam afraid you 
won't give ittome.’’ Then you are sabaliees 
ing. But you say: “I will come and ask. E 
know, Lord Jesus, thou art in earnest about 
this matter. I come asking for pardon. Thou 
hast promised to give is to me, thou wilt give 
it to me, thou hast given it to*me.” That is 
faith. Doyousee it yet! “Oh,” says some 
one, “I can’t understand it.”” No man ever 
did, without divine help. Faith is the gift of 
God. You say: “That throws the responsi- 
bility off my shoulders.”” No, Faith is the 
gift of God, but it comes in answer to prayer. 

All over glorious is my Lord, 

He must be loved and ret adored; 

His worth if all the nations knew, 

Sure the whole earth would love bim, too, 


I remark again, that we mast look to Jesus 
asanexample. Now, a mere copyist, you 
know is always a failure. Ifa painter go tos 
portfolio or a gallery of art, however exquisite, 
to get his idea of the natural world from these 
pictures, he will not succeed as well as the ar- 
tist who starts out and dashes the dew from 
the grass and sees the mourning just as God 
built itin the clouds, or poured it upon the 
mountain, or kindled it wpon the sea. People 
wondered why Turner, the famous English 
painter, succeeded, so_well in sketching a 
storm upon the ocean. “It remained a wonder 
until it was found out that several times he 
had been lashed to the deck in the midst of a 
tempest and then looked out upon the wrath 
of the sea, and coming home to his studio, he. 
pictured the tempest. It is not the copyis® 
who succeeds. but the man who confronts the 
natural world. Soifa man in literary compo- 
sition resolves that he will imitate the smooth- 
ness of Addison, or the rugged vigor of Car- 
lyle, or the weirdness of Spenser, of 
the epigrammatic style of Ralph 
Waldo ._Ememon, he will not succeed 
as wellas that man who cultures his owm 
natural style. What is true in this respect is 
true in respect to character. There were men 
who were fascinuted with Lord Byron. He 
was lame and wore a very large collar. Then 
there were tens of thousands of men who re— 
solved that they would be just like Lord By- 
ron, and they limped and wore large collars, 
bnt they did not have any of his genius. You 
cannot successfully copy a man whether he is 
bad or good. You may take the very best man 
that ever lived and try and live like him, and 
you will make a failure. There never was a 
better man than Edward Payson, Many have 
read his biography, not understanding that he 
wasasick man,and they thought they were 

rowing in grace because they were growing 

ike him in depression of spirit. There were 
men to copy Cowper, the poet, a glorious man, 
but sometimes afiiicted with melancholy al- 
most to insanity. The copyists got Cowper's 
faults but none of his virtues. 

There never was but one being fit to copy. 
A few centuries ago he came out through hum- 
ble’surrondings, and with a gait and manner 
and behavior different from anything the 
world had seen. Among all classes of ~—— 
he was a perfect model. Among fishermen, 
showed how fishermen shou!d act. Among tax- 
gathers, he showed how taxgathers should act. 
Among lawyers, he showed how lawyers should 
act. Among farmers, he showed how farmers 
should act. Among rulers, he showed how 
rulers should act. Critics taied to find in hig 
conversation or sermons something unwise oF 
unkind or inaccurate: but they never found it. 
They watched him, oh how they 
watched him! Henever went intoa house 
but they knew it, and they knew how long he 
stayed, and when he came out, and whether 
he had wine for dinner. Slander twisted her 
whips and wagged her poisoned tongue and ses 
her traps, but could not catch him. Little 
children rushed out to get from him a kiss, and 
old men tottered out to the street corner to see 
him pass, 

Do you want an illustration of devotion, be- 
hold him whole nights in prayer. Do you 
want an example of suffering, see his path 
across Palestine tracked with blood. Do you 
want an example of patience, see him abused 
and never giving one sharp retort. Do you 
want an example of industry, see him without 
an idle moment. Do you waut a s men of 
sacrifice, look at his life of self denial, his 
death of ignominy, his sgpulcher of humitiae 
tion. Oh what an example! His feet wounded, 
yet be submitted to the journey. His back 
lacerated, and yet he carried the cross. Struck, 
he never struck back again. Condemned, yet 
he rose higher than his caluminators, 
with wounds in his hands and wounds in hig 
feet and wounds on his brow and wounds im 
his side, he ejaculated: ‘Father forgive 
them, they know not what they do.” Ah, my 
brethren, that is the pole by which to set 
compass, that is the headland by which te 
steer, that is the light by which to kindle your 
lamps, that is the example that we ougbt all 
to follow. How it woula smooth out the 
roughness in our disposition, and the world 
would be impressed by the transformation and 
would say: “I know what is the matter with 
that man, he has been with Jesus and has 
learned of him.’’ 

Alexander was going along with his army in 
Persia and the snow and ice were so great that 
the army halted and said: ‘We can’t march 
avy further.” Then Alexander dismounted 
from his horse, took a pickax, went ahead of 
his army and struck into the ice and snow. 
The soldiers said: “If he can do that, we can 
do it,’’ and they took their picks and soon the 
way was cleared and the army marched on. 
Soour Lord dismounted from his glory, and 
through all icy obstacles hews a path for him-— 
self and a path for us, saying: ‘‘Follow me! I 
do not ask you to go through any suffering, or 
fight any battles where I do not lead the way! 
Follow me!”’ 

Again I remark, that we are to look to Christ 
as a sym pen eoe Is there anybody = oT 
house ay who does not want sympathy 
“ cal live big 
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will kindle up the worst darkness. There isa 
harbor from the roughest ocean. You ueed 
‘and may have the Savior’s sympathy. You 
vannot get on this way. I see your trouble is 
wearing you out body and mind and soul. I 
come on no fool's errand today. I come with 
~ a balm that can heal any wound. Are you 
sick? Jesus was sick, Are you weary? 
Jesus was weary. Are you persecuted? 
Jesus was persecuted. Are you bereaved? 
Did not Jesus weep over Lazarus? Oh, yes, 
like a roe on the mountains of Bether Jesus 
comes bounding to your soul today. There is 
one passage of Scripture, every word of which 
isa heart throb: ‘‘Come unto me, all ye who 
are weary and heavy laden, and I will give 
you rest.” Then there is another passage just 
as good: ‘Cast thy burden on the Lord and 
He will sustain thee.”’ Oh, there are green 
pastares where the heavenly shepherd leads 
the wounded and sick of the flock. 

The Sov of God stands by the tomb of Laz- 
arus and will gloriously break it open at the 
right time. Genesaret cannot toss its waves 
so high that Christ cannot walk them. The 
eruse of oi) will multiply into an illimitable 
supply. After the orchard seems to have been 
robbed of all its fruit, the Lord hasene tree 
left, full of golden and ripe supply. The 
requiem may wail with gloom and with death ; 
but there cometh after a while a song, a chant, 
an anthem, a battle march. a jubtiee, a coro- 
nation. Oh, do you not feel the breath of 
Christ’s sympathy now, you wounded ones, 

ou troubled ones? If you do not, I would 
ike totell youof thechaplainin the army 
who was wounded so he could not walk, but 
he heard at a distance among the dying a man 
who said: “Oh, my God!’ he said to him- 
self, ‘‘t must help that man though I can't 
waik.”’ 

So he rolled over and rolled through his own 
blood, and rolled on over many of the slain, 
until he came where this poor fellow was suf- 
fering, and he preached to him the comfort of 
the gospel, and with his own wound he seemed 
to soothe thet man’s wound. It was sympa- 
thy going out toward an object most necessi- 
tous, and one that he could easily understand. 
And soit is with Christ, though wounded all 
over himself, he hears the cry of our repent- 
ance, the cry of our bereavement, the cry of 
our poverty,, the cry of our wretchedness, 
and he says: “I must go and help that soul,” 
and he rolls over with wounds in head, wounds 
in hands, wounds in feet, toward us, until he 
comes just where we are weltering in our own 
blood, and he puts his arm over us—and I see 
itisa wounded arm and a weurnded hand— 
and as he throws his arm over us I hear him 
a: “T have loved thee with an everlasting 
ove.”’ 

Again, we must look to Christ as our final 
rescue. We cannot with these eyes, however 
good our sight may be, catch a glimpse of the 
heavenly land for which our souls long, But 
JT have no more doubt that beyond the cold 
river there is a place of glory and of rest, than 
we have that across the Atlantic ocean there 
is another continent. Wut the heavenly land 
and this land stand in mighty contrast. This 
is barrenness and that verdue. These shallow 
streains of earth which a thirsty ox might 
driuk dry, or a mule’s hoof trample into mire, 
compared with tho bright, crystalline river 
from under the throne, on the banks of which 
river the armies of heaven may rest, and into 
whose clear flood the trees of life dip their 
branches. 

These instraments of earthly music, 80 
easily racked into discord, compared with the 
harps that thrill with eternal raptures, and 
the trumpets that are so musical that they 
wake the dead.

The trouble in Chicago calls for more 
than a passing notice. Itis a trouble that 
goes pretty much to the root of matters, 
and if itis not cured, and that promptly 
and radically, the whole country will be 
disgraced. 

The Cronin murder has attracted a large 
share of the public attention, and the peo- 
ple everywhere have been interested in a 
solution of the mystery. The courts of 
Chicago have been trying to deal with the 
matter, but they seem to have been handi- 
capped from the start. What was pub- 
lished yesterday shows that the friends of 
those who murdered Cronin are bold, pow- 
erful and active, even if they are not cun- 
ning, and their efforts as thus far exposed, 
show that nothing will be left undone to 
cover the tracks of the asssasin. 

It has been hinted that the murder of 
Dr. Crouin was intended to help Ireland. 
But the effect of it has been deadlier to the 
Irish cause than anything that could be 
conceived of. The Parnell campaign, 
which began so brilliantly a year or so ago, 
has been absolutely killed by the Cronin 
assassination, and the Irish cause is more 
hopeless now than it has ever been. All 
because a few fools and brutes in America 
are determined to cripple their friends and 
misrepresent Ireland. 


The Cotton Movement. 

The New York Financial Chronicle, sum- 
marizing its reports, says that the weather 
has been quite favorable during the month 
of September. 

The precipitation has not been generally 
excessive, although in the first week, in por- 
tions of Texas, Tennessee and Florida, and 
from the 20th to the 24th along the Atlan- 
tic and in sections of the gulf states and 
Arkansas, heavy rains were reported. In 
fact, the rainfall in the Atlantic states has 
been much below what it was in September 
of last year, while in Louisiana, Arkansas 
and Texas the precipitation has been but 
little, if any, greater than the average for 
a seriesof years. The temperature, although 
low at times has been quite satisfactory, 
averaging higher almost everywhere than it 
did in the corresponding month a year ago. 
Light frosts are noted in some localities, no 
damage resulting. 

The plant has made good progress for the 
season of the year. In portions of Arkan- 
sas, Tennessee and Mississippi, and to a 
limited extent in a few other districts, dam- 
age by worms is reported. The general 
condition of the crop, however, is apparently 
higher than on October Ist of any of the 
last six years. Picking has made excelient 
progress and notwithstanding the lateness 
of the crop a larger amount has been 
marketed than for the same time a year ago. 

These conclusions of course cover the 
period up to the close of September. Since 
that date the weather has favored a rapid 
gathering of cotton. During the past week, 
frosts are reported in districts as far south 
as Alabama, but we hear of no material 
damage therefrom. 

In its weekly review of the cotton market, 
the Chronicle says that for the week ending 
last Friday the total receipts have reached 
273,609 bales, against 245,374 last week and 
191,833 bales the previous week; making 
the total receipts since the first of Septem- 
ber, 1889, 991,752 bales, against 744,143 
bales for the same period of 1888, showing 
an increase since September Ist, 1889, of 
247,639 bales. 7 

The exports for the week reach a total of 
144.417 bales, of which 121,821 were to 
Great Britain, 11,568 to France and 11,028 
to the rest of the continent. The total 
sales for forward delivery for the week are 
601,900 bales. For immediate delivery the 
total sales foot up 9,697 bales, including 
7,493 for export and 2,204 for consumption. 

The imports into continental ports have 
been 16,000 bales. There is an increase in 
the cotton in sight of 182,263 bales as com- 
pared with the same date of 1888, a 4e- 
crease of 557,989 bales as compared with the 
corresponding date of 1887, and a decrease 
of 79,007 bales as compared with 1886. 

The old interior stocks have increased 
during the week 22,748 bales, and are 39,916 
bales less than at the same period last year. 
The receipts at the same towns have been 
19,365 bales less than the same week last 
year, and since September Ist the receipts 
at all the towns are 30,384 bales more than 
for the same time in 1888. 

The total receipts from the plantations 
since September Ist, 1889, are 1,090,543 
bales; in 1888 were 868,435 bales, in 1887 
were 1,338,588 bales. Although the re- 
ceipts at the outports the past week were 
273,609 bales, the actual movement from 
the plantations was 308,053 bales, the bal- 
ance going to increase the stocks at the in- 
terior towns. Last year the receipts from 
the plantations for the same week were 
292,101 bales and for 1887 they were 308,457 
bales.

To the Sunday Night Bible Lecture Associa- 
tion at the Knights of Pythias Hall. 


Enough people found their way up the two 
flights of stairs leading to the Knights of Pythias 
hall last night to crowd the room to its fullest ca- 
pacity. They wentto hear Dr. Armstrong deliver 
his second lecture be’ore the Sunday Night Bible 
Lecture associa'ion.
